—— — Lucia di Lammermoor —— 
(Specially written by John E. Doyle). 


Opera in Three Acts, by Gaetano Donizetti (1798-1848). 
Libretto by Salvatore Commarano, after Sir Walter Scott's novel, 
“The Bride of Lammermoor ” (1898). 


CHARACTERS : 


Sir Henry Ashton (Baritone). 

Lucy, his sister, in love with Edgar (Soprano). 

Edgar, Master of Ravenswood, feud enemy of Henry (Tenor). 
The Laird of Bucklaw, wealthy suitor of Lucy (Tenor). 
Raymond, chaplain at Lammermoor (Bass). 

Alice, companion to Lucy (Soprano). 

Norman, forester to Sir Henry (Tenor). 


Time : About 1700. Place : Scotland. 


ACT |. Scene |—The Park of the Castle of Ravenswood, Henry, 
who, to retrieve his fortunes, wishes Lucy to marry the Laird of 
Bucklaw, learns from Norman of the suspected love of Lucy and 
Edgar. The foresters, returning from the search ordered by Norman, 
confirm this suspicion. Henry vows vengeance on his enemy, 
Edgar. 

Scene 2—At the Mermaid's Fountain. Lucy relates the legend of 
the fountain and tells of her love for Edgar. Edgar enters to take 
leave of Lucy before his departure as Ambassador to France. For 
love of her he is willing to forget his feud with her brother and wed 
her on his return. They exchange tokens. 


ACT Il. Scene |—Residence of Sir Henry Ashton. Henry has in- 
tercepted Edgar's letters to Lucy. He shows her a forged letter by 
which she believes Edgar faithless. Because of this and of the advice 
of the chaplain, Lucy sadly consents to marry the Laird of Bucklaw. 


Scene 2—A Hall in Sir Henry's residence. The guests assemble 
for the wedding ceremony. Henry explains Lucy's sadness to 
the Laird, saying she still mourns her mother's recent death. As 
Lucy signs the marriage contract Edgar, unexpectedly, returned from 
France, enters to claim his bride. |n a sextet, the principals express 
their feelings at this climax. Edgar, believing Lucy has betrayed 
him, casts her token at her feet and curses Lammermoor. Henry 
and the Laird expel Edgar. 

Act 3 Scene |—Sir Henry's Residence. The wedding guests are still 
feasting when the chaplain announces in horror that Lucy has become 
insane and slain her husband. Lucy enters to sing the ‘‘ Mad 
Scene,” at the end of which she dies. 

Scene 2—The Tombs of the Ravenwoods. Edgar awaits Henry 
for the duel. Instead, mourners enter, from whom he learns 
of Lucy's tragic end. Edgar stabs himself to death.
